MovKMKNT Against TUB Gamk Laws.— 
We are glad losee that a tnovement has 
taken place in the north of EnLjlarul nsainst 
the Game Laws. Mr. Bright, on more than 
one occasion has forcibly illustrated the 
monstrous evils ot the system wliich exists 
for proVidSrig sport for the aristocracy, ami 
which so seriously cripples the productive 
capacity of the land, and injures at the same 
time the struggling tenant. The meeting at 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, the other day, passed a 
resolution on this subject which goes at 
once to the root of the evil. It was to the 
following efiect : — "That, in the opinion of 
this meeting, the continuance upon the 
statute book of the laws relating to primo- 
geniture and entail, and the manifest indis- 
position of the House of ('onimons to repeal 
the iniquitous Game Laws, which have been 
olearly shown to be detrimental to the best 
interests of the nation, afiorded a convincing 
proof of the urgent necessity for an im- 
mediate reform in the constitution of the 
House of Commons, in order that the 
desires, not of a class or a section, but of ihe 
whole people, should be embodied in the 
acts of the Leeiislature." — We hope that the 
meeting which passed this ' spirited' resolu- 
tion is only the precursor of others having 
in view the same object. — WiUmer and 
Smith. 

Care OK THE Eyes. — Looking inio tho 
firo is very injurious to tlio eyes, particular- 
ly a coal (ire. The stimulus of light and 
heat uniting soon destroys the sight. Read- 
ing or sewing with a side light injures the 
eyes, as both should bo exposed to an equal 
degree of light.
